Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, chairman 


of the appropriations committee, who 
was to have charge of the bill to de- 
fray the expenses of the anthracite 
coal strike commission, which was 
made an order for today, having been 
detained in his committee room, a re- 
cess w.is taken for ten minutes to 
nwait his coming. 


When the house re'convened the 


speaker announced the appointment 
of the following committees: 


To Visit the Naval Academy- 


Messrs. Watson, of Indiana; Adams, 
of Pennsylvania, and Clark, of M 
souri. 


To Visit the Military Academy— 


Messrs. Hull, of Iowa; Steele, of In- 
diana, and DcArmond, of Missouri. 


The house then went into committee 


of the wholo (Mr. Grosvenor in the 
chair) and took up the consideration 
of the ccal strike commission bill. 


Before the discussion began Mr. 


Gaines, of Teimcsse, stated that he 
desired to offer an. amendment. The 
chnir havilig ruled that amendments 
were not in order at this time, Mr. 
Ciuinon, 'hi charge of the bill, agreed 
that the amendment should be read 
for information. It proved to be an 
amendment to place coal on the free 
list. 


Mr. Benton, of Missouri, a member 


of the appropriations committee, to 
whom Mr. Cannon yielded, declared 
that he could not support tihe bill. 
The president, he said, had no legal 
authority for the creation of the 
commission.

was that it placed $50,000 in the 
president's hands without any limita- 
tion whatever.

HISTORY OF CASE. 


The defendants are charged with 


the murder of John S. Kirk, a guard, 
employed

last February. Streeter, some years 
ago, claiming that tlic "dump," then 
covering several acres, and valued 
at millions of dollars, was not on the 
map, set up a government 
on the 


land, called it the "District of Lake 
Michigan," 
and proclaimed 
alleg- 


iance as un independent state to the 
national government. 
Ho planted 


cannon and one day the whole police 
force of Chicago, including a gatling 
gun squad, was mobilized to dis- 
lodge him. 


SLAUGHTER WAS FEARED. 
The whole city feared slaughter, 


but the matter terminated with the 
peaceable arrest of Streeter and his 
followers, the only shot fired having 
wounded a child in no way connected 
with the trouble. Streoter, however, 
was 
not vannulshod. 
Ftjjbtq 
be- 


tween Streeter and the police 
constabulary 
continued until the 


climax was reached in the killing: of 
Kirk. 
Streeter's claim to the "dis- 


trict" was based on the fact that his 
boat foundered there twenty years 
ago, when the hind was a mere dot 
on the laic's surface, and that he 
continued to live there as a squatter 
on new land.
